GROSVEIIOR’S REPORT 


On tho Condition of tho Troops 
in the Camp at Dunn 
Loring. 


MEN IN THE BEST OF CONDITION.

W ashington. Aug. 31.—R epresentative 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, called a t the wav 
cit'partment yesterday in com pany \vith 
ex-Ilopresentative Thompson to report 
to Secretary Alger the results of their 
iait of inspection of the cam p a t Dunn 
Loring, and particularly the sta te of 
ffairs in th e Seventh Ohio volunteer 
regiment. 
General Grosvenor w as em­ 
phatic in his ai>proval of w hat he saw. 
He said: 
“I never saw a body of sol­ 
diers better fed, l)ottor clotlted and bet­ 
tor sheltered than is the Seventh Ohio 
regim ent a t present. 
So much for the 
general condition. 
Now as to the p a r­ 
ticulars: 
There were 1,.'!00 men in the 
regiment. 
Except from suicide there 
have been but two deaths am ong them 
since the organization four and a half 
m onths ago. 
Including the men who 
were furloughed to go home an d re ­ 
cuperate and those in the hospitals 
there were only forty-one men not able 
to report for duty Monday morning. 
A 
finer, abler set of men I never saw In 
my life.” 


W iintrd to Cto to th e F ront. 
Continuing, General G rosvenor said 
th a t the dissatisfaction am ong the sol­ 
diers was all traceable to the fact that 
they had not b**cn able to get U> the 
front. 
On the whole, he (Grosvenor) 
as satisüed the men were very much 
b etter off th an were the soldiers in the 
ivll war. 
This la>t view w as con- 
rmed by Senator Allen, of N ebraska, 
who called at the w ar departm ent to 
get some news of the w hereabouts of 
the Second Nebraslva regiment, which 
w as told w as en route from Chlcka- 
m auga to O m aha. 
H e said the main 
complaint a m o n s the men w as their 
enforced detention at the cam ps instead 
of being sent to the front. 
So fa r as 
th e ir physical condition was concerned, 
hlle the men had suffered a good deal 
a t Cam p Thom as, so fa r as he could 
fudge from his own experience In the 
civil w ar they were certainly no worse 
oiY than the soldiers then engaged.

The unfavorable

xagg erated l>y the papers. The division 
hosi'ltal in which the sick .soldiers of 
the N inth New York infantry are q u a r ­ 
tered is certainly In a very bad condi­ 
tion. 
The present s ta te of this hospital 
ought never to have been perm itted to 
exist and should be corrected also. 
I 
think th a t the troops a t C hickam auga 
P a rk should have been moved long be­ 
fore any sickness broke out in the ranks. 
This Sternberg hospital is in excellent 
condition. I do not see th a t it could b»i 
made a n y better. 
It Is adm irable i)oth 
in plan and m anagem ent. 


“As to the New York troops a t Chick­ 
a m a u g a I m ean to take as m any home 
to New Y ork as I can. I shall also e n ­

The work of securing :],500 acres of 
land for growing sugar beets is prc- 
trressing slowly though surely.

make a contract for beets. 
The farm­

Detroit is making a strong elTort to 
secure a giant factory.

News of that city says: 


William L. Holmes has just returned 
from Europe, where he spent some two 
months invesiigating the beet sugar 
industry on behall of several Detroit 
capitalists, who think of erecting a 
large sugar factory here. 
His report 
is entirely favorable to the project, 
and if his associates accept his views

Michigan 
will

market for S0U,0(MJ tons of sugar beets 
annually.

The Power of Motleru Slielia. 


A 12 inch rifle is 38 feet long, wifh 
4 feet external diameter at the breech, 
and weighs 48 tons. Its 850 pound shot, 
driven by a 430 pound charge of brown 
pri.sinatic powder, leaves tho muzzle 
with a velocity exceeding 1,400 miles 
per hour and would reach a target at its 
etfective range of 5 ^ miles in 24 sec­ 
onds, while it would take the report of 
its discharge 27 seconds to traverse the 
same distance. At a range of 1 
miles 
this shot would perforate 19 inches of 
solid steel. 


The 250 pound projectile of the 8 inch 
rifle will penetrate a foot of armor at 
the range of a mile. 
The six 4 inch 
rapid fire gnus within the superstructure 
each deliver eight 40 pound projectiles 
in a minute, while the twenty 6 pound­ 
ers distributed over the vessel can be re­ 
lied upon to clear an enemy’s decks or 
to disable torpedo boats by maintaining 
a teniiic hail of explosive shell, capable 
of destroying any unarmored position 
The tinal otfensive resources of the cita­ 
del are tlie fonr torpedo tubes, each pre­ 
pared to launch antomatie and dirigible 
destroyers containing 150 pounds of 
guu cotton.—Chautauquan.

scoiie could render it visible, iopposing 
that it were susceptible of being seen at 
all.

Cleveland, Aug. 31.—Major Webb C. 
Hayes, a so n o f the lute Prc-skient Hayes, 
who is said to be the only volunteer 
olfl.cer that served in both the Cuban 
and Porto Rican campaigns, and who is 
accompanying President McKinley on 
hie present trip, has proposed a plan to 
the chief executive looking toward the 
reorganization cf the National Guard 
under m ilitary law. This plan provides 
that the president shall appoint an ad­ 
jutant general for each state; th at as 
many bodies of militia shall be raised 
In each state as circumstances require, 
and th at all oflicers of such miltia shall 
be nominated by the governors of the 
various states. 
They would then be 
under the direct control of the national 
government and much of the difllculty 
experienced when the guard was called 
Into service for the Spanish war w'ould 
be obviated. Major Hayes said he dis­ 
liked to discuss the m atter now. for the 
plan was still in an embryonic state and 
he did not like to go on record until 
tome of the details are w'orked out. 


What- Hnjre* Thinks o f C»mp 
Major Hayes when asked what he 
thought of the charges of starvation 
from the regiments at the front said: 
"Look at me. 
Do I look starved? 
I 
lived on the same rations as the sol­ 
diers and have grown fleshy on that 
fare.’* Hayes w’as attired In the brown 
canvas uniform of a fleld otHcer and 
looked brown as his suit and rugged as 
a veteran. 


"I may be wrong, but In my opinion 
the greatest 
cause for complaint is 
summed up In ‘cooks and homesick­ 
ness.* 
The 
government 
purchased 
bountifully of all ne3ded supplies. That 
there was some mismanagement is im­ 
possible to deny. But ofUcial investiga­ 
tion will show It was a case of ‘cooks 
and 
homesickness* th at crippled the 
array and packed the hospitals." 


Th« President Tnkc» a Ilrlve. 


During their morning drive, the pres­ 
ident and Colonel Herrick went to the 
Shaker lakes and over the boulevards 
through Wade and Gordon parks. The 
president had not seen them since the 
extensive Improvements made by the 
new park commission, and his expres­ 
sions of admiration and pleasure were 
unbounded. Upon returning to Colonel 
H errick’s home on Euclid Heights, the 
president took a nap and after lunch 
received Postm aster George Gordon, of 
Chicago. Mr. Gordon presented the in­ 
vitation of Chicago to attend the big 
peace Jubilee In that city. 
President 
McKinley thanked Chicago and Post­ 
m aster Gordon, but deferred any def­ 
inite answer, in view of possible de­ 
mands th at may be made upon him as 
chief executive. Later the president and 
Colonel Herrick took another drive, this 
time into the country. During the after­ 
noon, Miss Helen McKinley, the presi­ 
dent’s sister, and Miss McKinley, his 
niece, of Canton, called at the Herrick 
home. Justice White and Secretary of 
State Day arrived at the house about 
f o'clock In the evening, undoubtedly 
to consult with the prei-idc-nt over the 
former’s decision as to acting as one of 
the peace commissioners. 


Mrs. MeKlnley IndlHpoHed. 


At dinner were President and Mrs. 
McKinley, Colonel and Mrs. Herrick, 
Justice White, Secretary Day. Assistant 
President's Secretary Cortelyou, Mrs. 
M. A. H anna and Miss Hanna. 
Mr^s. 
McKinley was indisposed by a slight 
cold and remained within doors during 
the day, but expects to go out rldin-i 
with the president today. 
The work­ 
men engaged upon a fine new residence 
being built across the boulevard from 
Colonel Herrick’s home did a graceful 
and patriotic thing. 
In ir^nt 
bQUse, between the sidewalk ana thè 
road\Oay, is an ugly, rough shed for the 
storage of tools, etc. 
The workmen 
clubbed 
together, 
purchased an Im­ 
mense American flag and with It cov­ 
ered the roof and

tem porary home of the president.

A conference of great Importance was 
held at Colonel Herrick’s home last 
night. 
President McKinley, Secretary 
Day and Justice W hite were the con> 
ferrees and they were closeted together 
after dinner until a late hour.

do with the appointment on the peace 
commission offered by the president to 
Justice White, but at a late hour it 
was announced that no definite con­ 
clusion had been reached although hope 
was expressed that Justice White would 
see his way clear to accept the appoint­ 
ment.

Oa the Annexation o f Hawaii to the 


United Htateoi. 


W ashington, Aug. 31.—The incoming 
Hawqi an mail brought to the state de­ 
partm ent the last report from United 
States Minister Sewall in his capacity 
of United States minister. 
It a.so in­ 
cluded several documents that will l)e 
interesting .from nn hlstorkal point of 
view. The mini.ster transiri.s to the di- 
partm ent 
the formal 
accei)tance V>y 
President Dole of the act of the Unitcid 
States congress ann.^xing the Islands to 
the United Status. 
He also handed to 
Sewall the treaty of annexation thrft 
had been 
ratitled by the 
Hawaiian 
legislature, but which failed U) receive 
the approval of the United States sen­ 
ate. There was no occasion to turn over 
this document, but It is presumed that 
Dole did so to complete the record. 
There are some cla'ms outstanding 
against the late govemm tnt of Hawull. 
mainly on account of British subjects, 
and the ndjustment of these will be a 
m atter for future consideration. 


Among the issues satlsfa turily closed 
according to Mr. Sewall’s report was 
the claim of the Japanese gDvernment 
against Hawaii for thci illegal detention 
and return to Japan of certain Japanese 
coolie laborers who were excluded un­ 
der 
a 
Hawaiian 
immigration 
law 
framed after that of the United States 
Chinese exclusion act. The amount of 
the claim was about $75.(¡00, and almost 
the last act of the expiring Hawaiian 
government was to discharge this ob­ 
ligation which came perilously near in­ 
volving the United States and Japan 
in difllculty about a year ago. 


STEEi T TRUST EFraCTED. 


Organlxed with a Capital of About $800.- 
000.000. 


New York, Aug. 31.--Consolldatlon of 
the Minnesota Iron company and the 
Illinois Steel company and Elgin, Jollei 
and Eastern railway was practically 
effected at a meeting held here yester­ 
day by u committee representing the 
corporations named. 
At the meeting 
were Roswell P. Flower, chairman of 
the committee; H. H. Porter, Nathanlal 
Thayer, K. Bacon, I. It. Bacon, A. J. 
Forbes-Leith, and E. H. Gary. 
After 
the meeting Gary made the following 
oiHclal statem ent: 


“The sub-committee reported that It 
had been decided to organize a new 
company to be known as the Federal 
Steel company under the laws of New 
Jersey. The capital stock will be about 
$200,000,000. 
One half in preferred and 
one-half In common stock. 
Arrange­ 
ments for the purchase of the steel 
plants at Lorain, O., and Johnstown, 
Pa., have been consummated. 
A ma­ 
jority of the stockholders of Minnesota 
Iron company, the Illinois Steel com­ 
pany, and the El^’in, Joliet and Eastern 
Railroad cctmpany have already signi­ 
fied their willingness to sell to the new 
company. It is expected the new com­ 
pany will be ready to begin business 
on Oct. 1.” 


Iron and Steel to Advance.
